They are constantly appearing In all
sort of dUgulw. under different
name and at all kinds of prices, even

low as five and ten cent a pound.

They ran be avoided, however, by lh
housekeeper who will bear In mind
that alt baking powders sold at twenty-fiv- e

rents or hn per pound are liable to
contnln nlum. as pure cream of tartar
powder cann.it be produced at any-

thing like thl price.
